I1t has at last dawned 


upon the visual organs of the business men of 
that city that their own trade is in danger from 


ae | the systematic extortions of their railway mo- 


nopoliste, The report of the Cheap Transpor- 


tation Committee, at a meeting of the Associa- 


tiom om Saturday, Nov. 14, published in last 
week's TrrpuNng, was decidedly good reading for 
the peopie of the West. It shows that a few 
mon, at iexst, in New York appreciate the 
dangers that threaten their trade from 
the machinations of Vanderbilt and his 
confederate monopolisis of the Erie and the 
Pennsyivania Railways. The failure of their 
pilgrimage to Baliimofe to wheedle or to force 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railway to join and to 
share in their schemes of extortion, may well 
alarm the merchaots of New York. It certainly

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COFFIN-MAKEES IN COUNCIL. 

The public will be glad to know that the Con- 
vention of Coffin-Makers of the West, which has 
been in seeeion in Cincinnati during the past 
week, has adjourned, In connection with this 
snnouncement, it is stated that the time of the 
Convention hes been occupied in the discussion 
ef matters of common interest to the trade and 
social intercourse. To this statement we take 
very “grave” objection. Coffins may be of in- 
terest to the trade, but are the last things that 
society wants to hear about. This specica of 
merchandise is not talked about im social inter- 
course. Society docs not want to hire, buy, or 
sell them, or bave anything to do with them, 
until it is compelled to. 

The dispatches leave us in doubt as to the 
nature of the measures passed by the coflin- 
makers of the West. We trust, however, they 
have done nothing that will increese funeral ex- 
penditures. ‘The undertaker already is as much 
dreaded as the tax-collector. If the late de- 
ceased, presuming he was an economical man, 
could see the souvenirs the uusertaker presents 
to his friends, he would doubt whether he could 
afford to die. It can easily be shown by figures 
and statistics that it costs a man much more to 
(die than to be born or to get married, and the 
firet operation is by no means aw satisfactory as 
the other two. Why, then, tax 8 man so heavily 
for something which he does not want, 
which he would not have if he could holp 
himself, against which he protests all 
his life, and which is entirely unde- 
sirable unless he has been a good Christian or 
has committed a murder. So long as we must 
die, let us die as economically as possible, and, if 
codin-makers must bold corrventions, let them 
be held as quietly and modestly as possible, It 
is not pleasant, just as we are making srrange- 
ments to goto the opera, or to buy & new piece 
of property, or to lay out some long-cherished 
plan of pleasure for which we have been work- 
ing year after year, to be informed that the 
caffin-makers are in coancil upon matters of in- 
texest to social intercourse. It is hard enough 
to be informed every Sanday that we are frail 
worms; that our life is but a span; that 
man that is born of woman has but few 
days, and that these are full of trouble. 
It is bad enough to bave the doctors eye you 
upon the street witha look of serene satisfac- 
ton. Is is bad enough to have to get your soda- 
water and toothpicks in places where colored 
lights only show the way to the doctor and the 
undertuker. There are plenty of reminders of 
our latger end scattered ali along through life, 
and the coflimmakers should pot be counte 
nanced in the aggregate. Anytendency of theirs 
to hold cov.ventions, especially when they do not 
inform us what they have done, should be dis- 
couraged. Their only duty shuld be to study 
political economy, with the view of ascertain- 
ing by dead reckoning the least possible 
sum #& will cost to lay & man away 
under «the daisies. We dbn’t want ex- 
pensive funerals, We don’t want any union 
of coffin-makers. In point of fact, we don’t 
waut any funerals at all. There may be some 
go¢<i souls who reach a degree of seintly pre- 
co¢ ity in this world suilicient to enable chem to

The number of Professors cmployed is 11,707, 
and 196,264 students are given instraction. The 
libraries connected with these Secondary Schools 
contain 1,926,333 volumes. Thore is ono Sec- 
ondary School to every 39,290 inhabitants, and 
one person in every 299 of ‘the population re- 
ceives a Secondary education, or an education 
superior, as a rule, to that received in the aver- 
age American college. The benefit of such a 
system to the Empire of Germany needs no 
elaboration.

SECONDARY SCHOOLS IN GERMANY. 

The Bureau of Education in Washington Itas 
iione a good work in devoting the third of Bs 
**Cireulars of Information ” to an elucidation of 
ihe German system of Secondary Schoas. 
$:chool Superintendents, teachers, and all wiw 
sre interested in American education, will do 
weilto provide themsecives with copies of this 
pamphlet and make themselves familiar with ite 
contents. A system of education which is a uni- 
form and steady development of more than two 
ecnturies may well command the attention of a 
country where schooling is largely a matter of 
individual! and arbiirary preference, and wheze 
there are at least a ecore of different systemm, 
each independent of ali the others, and none 
possessing the assistance of authority. Educa- 
tion in Germany has enjoyed the advantage of 
Governmental supervision and direction since 


the time of the Great Elector, Frederick-Will- 


jam, in the middle of the seventeenth century ; 
2nd particularly since the days of Frederick tae 
Great, three generations ago, there has beon a

We have not the space to fol- 
low the ramufications of these subdivisions. The 
iwo main classes, however, differ one from the 
other in about the same way that the classical 
sud scientific courses of our American colleges 
difer,—the Gymnasium corresponding to the 
former and the Real School to the Istter. All 
aro under the same general anthority, coach prov- 
inpce maintaining a School Board of 1tsown with 
the power of appointing tea@cbers, making rules 
oyd regulations, selecting toxt-books, etc., etc. 
Both the Gymnasium and the Real School have

The applicant must 
be 9 years of age, “read German, write legibly 
from dictation, be versed in the four funda- 
mental rules of arithmetic, and be conversant 
with the history of the Gld and New Testament. 
The echolastic year genomliy begins at Easter, 
and contains about tan smd a half weeks of va- 
cation in all, distributed in about five different 
terms. Admission and promotion take place 
only once a year. The déstipline is the same in 
both, and punctual attendance is the strictest of 
all requirements.

There 
is a large increase on the vote for Governor last 
year in this State, and the total vote is only 
about 5,000 less than in the Presidenta! election 
of 1872, when Grant had 105,012, Greeley, 86,- 
390; in all 191,402 votes being cast. and the Re- 
publican majority beiog 18,622. That the vote 
that year was not nearly all out, appears from 
the fac: that. in this growicg State, four years 
before, in 1868, the vote was sill larger,— 
193,093, of which 108,999 was for Grant, and 
84,793 for Seymour. ‘he vote of the State was 
never so evenly balanced as this year,—the Ke- 
formers, on the official returns, having 387 ma- 
jority of the popular vote, reduced to 347 by in- 
cluding on the Republican side the 40 Republi- 
can Majority thrown out in Wood County by so 
palpable a cheat that, if the return of the county 
is not so amended as to mclude these votes and 
give McDiil-che ceriificate, even a Democrat:c 
Congress could hardiy be guilty of the injustice 
of refusing to allow them on a contest. With 
15,000 ** Keiorm” majority of last year wiped 
out, three districts carried against them re- 
claimed, and six carried, and 30 majority on 
joint baliot in the Legislature, the Republicans 
may well feelthas they have achieved a substan- 
tial triumph.

He said there was not sufficient testimony 
against Mr. Barnes to allow éhe case to go to 
the jury. The defense did not wish to attempt 
to prove the truth of the article, and could not 
if they wouid, and would not if they vould, 
Judge Moore ordered that the case proceed. 

Mr. Barnard then argued that t2e indictment 
was based on the ground that bir. 3arnes inte nd- 
ed to accuse Mrs. Bowen of sduitery with Mr. 
Beecher, while the specifications in the inctict- 
ment did pot sustain it, as there was proof that 
Barves bad proven himself to be & Ppartiran of 
Mr. Bowen, instead of wishing to bring hi h into 
contempt. He asked that the dofects of ‘ine in- 
dictment be taken as sufficient cause for direct- 
ing the jury to acquit at once. _ 

Judge Moore oraered the testimony fier the 
defense to be taken. 
Mr. Augustus Maverick and Mr. Barnes testi- 
fied to friendship for Sir. Bowen, and to Mr. 
Barnes’ altemmng the press forms and command- 
ing the article to be left out of the earlier edi- 
tious of the next dav's paper. 

Mr. Barnard seid that he would not address 
the jurv, and Mr. Wiostow said that ho did not 
wish to, and Judge Moore cbarged ihe jury. 
He told them whatever oninioas they had vpor 
the great scandal which had gone throughout 
the world, it must not enter into 218 case, 
although 1t was an offshoot of it. The questions 
they had to decide were, first, whether tho de- 
fendant published the paper ; secand, whether: 
the article was libelous; and third, whetber it 
was published with malice acd a purpose to de- 
fame the dead, laccrate the feelings ¢f tho liv- 
ing, and to excite them to a breach of the peace. 
The defendant, in view of the facts, was not 
criminally liable. There is nv proof that there 
was any malice toward Bowen and far pily. Two 
things were wanting to make ou: a ca #—knowl- 
edge of the publication and malice in the pub- 
lication. Neither was proved. He supposed 
that the maio object in this case\ras %o give 
the complaining witnesses an opportt milv to set 
at rest under oath the fa'se stories. Abs far as 
the testimony in the case goes there is pot the 
slizhtest foundation for the suppo 't of Mr. 
Smith’s charges, and the vindicamo a of Mra. 
Bowen was complete. 

The jury was absent two hours, and then 
returned a verdict of not gnilty. Th» foreman 
handed a document to the Judge ior the proae- 
cuting attorney and the lawyers for ti 1e defense 
to read, expressing their belief in the virwlica. wen 
of Mrs. Bowen. Mr. Barnes was disc tagsed. gy

The Lake Trustees mg in session at the Town- 
Hal! Saturday afternoon, with all present except 
Mr. Taber. Inthe absence of the President, 
Mr. Muirhead occupied tne chair. After the ordi- 
nary routine business, such as reading the min- 
utes, granting licenses, approving plats, etc., the 
water business was taken up. 

The Water Commissioner submitied a lengthy 
report, in whica every conceivable thing necessa- 
ry in connection with the water question was 
mentioned. The report stated that the Water 
Commissioner had found that in many places, 
which are designated, tbat ths pipes 
laid by CC. &E. . Hequembourg were 
expoged, or, if covered, had only a thin layer of 
earth over them, sometimes not exceeding three 
feet, and sometimes not cver two feet. In con- 
sideration of this, he recommended the passage 
of a resolution providing fur the matter. ‘lune 
report tuen woat on to state that as the people 
had water, avd were promised protection from 
lire by it, it was necessary, in order to give such 
protection, to have at least thirty more hydrants, 
situated in the necded parts. Now that the 
town had hose and hose-carts, it was necessary 
that available houses, for the sheiter 
of them, be built, and he recommerded tbe 
adoption of a resolution instructing the Presi- 
deut to appoint a committee of two to procure 
sites, locate the houses, prepare plans of the 
buildings, and do everything uecessary for de- 
sired ends in each of tae threo districts, as fol- 
lows: Stock-Yards, car-shops, aod northeast 
corner. 

As regards the Englewood. hose-house, he 
recominended that the cierk be instructed to ad- 
vertise for bids on ali three of the plans submit- 
ted for their building. To operate the carts and 
accoulrements, and to make the protection trom 
fire more certain, it was necessary to have an 
efficient Fire Department. He proposed tbat 
the police be arranged go, as in case of need, to 
act «ws a fire department as weli, also all the 
employes of the town. A committee appointed 
for the purpose should see that it be organized 
as suggested, and. if necessary, to arrange for 
additioual help. On motion, the report was ac- 
cepted. 

On motion, a committee consisting of Trustee 
Brinkman, Supt. Foster, and Leigh Gaban was 
appointed, with insiructions to report a plan of 
organization of a oe ge fire department, using 
the police and other employes of the town in 
connection with it.
